He go pleased his listeners that they secur- 
ed his services for one-year, and for six 
years he remained pastor qver the First Free 
Church of Battle Creek. ‘After four years’ 
labor in Battle Creek, he was advised by the 
spirits to visit California and repair his fail- 
ing health.

cific Slope by Spiritualists and Universal- 
ists, but he soon was attracted more strong-
